DAUTH WAS NOT SEVERELY WOUNDED, 
AL- 


THOUGH THE BULLET ENTERED THE HEAD ON THE 


EFT SIDE, NEAR THE TEMPLE, AND CAME OUT ON 


E FOREHEAD. BOTH HIMSELF AND MRS. DAUTHi 


WERE TAKEN IN THE PATROL WAGON TO THE .RE- 
CEIVING HOSPITAL, BUT BEFORE THEY REACHED THE 
PLACE MRS. DAUTH HAD DIED. 
HER HEAD WAS 


NEARLY SEVERED FROM HER BODY. 


THE SHOOTING TOOK PLACE WHILE THE HUSBAND 


WAS STILL ASLEEP IN HIS BED, NEVER DREAMING 
THAT HIS WIFE STOOD OVER HIM WITH A DEADLY 
WEAPON AIMED WITH A DIRECTNESS WHICH SHE

Jury.

of a most sensational character, the 
direct charge being made.that A.. C. 
Webb (Jr. had wronged the child, while 
It WP.S proven that he was introduced 
to her at the club's headquarters near- 
ly two weeks ago, or 'a week before her 
disappearance last Sunday, 
by

COMMITTEE NAMED. 


There was no evidence brought out 


to show that any crime had been com'- 
mitted on the club's premises," In fact, 
this has been entirely dliproved, but 
the hoodlumish actions of a few of the 
members has put the boating club in 
an unpleasant light in connection with 
the case of the unfortunate Cook girl, 
which the members, many of " them 
prominent socially, feel .keenly, 'and 
this view was freely expressed 
last 


night. 


A committee of five was' appointed 


to aid the police In. every way to trace 
the crimes to the perpetrators, and the 
Alameda Boating Club showed by the 
manly stand It took in the exegency 
that the guilty,, no matter who they

Bloody Act of a Young Wife Who 


Was Insanely Jealousy. ' 


(Continued From Page 1) 


heard somebody knocking on the 
door of the room on the 
other 


side. He went out and asked 
what was the matter. Dauth, 
still in his room, said that his wife 
was trying to kill him, and told 
him to get the police to find some 
means of breaking down the door 
so that he might escape the fury. 


CALL FOR POLICE. 


Palfreeman did not relish the 


idea of going to room where, as 
he understood, blood was being 
shed, but notified his father-in- 
law, Mr. Drake, of the occurrence 
and the latter went to an adjoin- 
ing stable and telephoned to the 
police 
When 


about the 
Palfreeman 


occurrence 


returned 
in 


the vicinity of Dauth's apartment 
he found that Dauth had made 
his escape from the room and 
v/as bleeding copiously from 
a 


wound on the forehead, several 
slashes on the throat and other 
wounds on the head. By this 
time the police patrol arrived on 
the scene. 


Dauth was able to walk to and 


take a place inside the vehicle, 
but the form of his wife had to 
be carried thither. The gaping 
v ound at the throat and her night 
garments besmeared with crim- 
son presented a sight that was of 
the most grewsome character. 


TAKEN TO HOSPITAL. 
The wagon was driven rapidly 


to the Receiving Hospital where 


- Mrs. Dauth was pronounced dead 


and where Drs. R. T. Stratton 
and L. L. Riggin dressed the 
wounds on the throat and hand 
and head which Dauth had sus- 
tained. 


They found that the wound on 


f \the temple had been caused by a 


pullet from a 38-caliber pistol, 
which had glanced under the skin 
and made a exit on the forehead. 
This bullet was afterwards found 
en the bloody pillow on which 
' the head of the victim had rest- 


ea. 


BLOOD IN ROOM. 


After the departure of the ac- 


tors in the tragedy detectives, 
police and reporters descended 
upon the scene. They found 
that the room of the couple look- 
ed like a slaughter-pen. The bed 
was crimsoned over and near the 
window where the enraged wife 
hsd renewed her attack upon 
her husband with the razor, after 
the revolver had failed, there was 
8 large pool of blood and blotch- 
es of the same substance disfig- 
uring all the walls. Through the 
other parts of the house through 
.which Mrs. Dauth was borne 
was left a trail of blood. 
After 


Dauth's wounds had been dress- 
ed the victim was placed under 
arrest and taken to the City Jail 
to await the result of inquiry by 
the police. The detectives who 
have worked on the case, how- 
ever, are satisfied that the story 


of hfer husband, persisted In the belief 
that he had affections for women other 
than herself 
" 


Dauth tried to dissuade her and to 


convince her that he TV as truly loyal to 
her 
Despite that there has been con- 


stant bickerings and frequent separa- 
tions for a short period between the 
tno 
One of these separations

place according to Dauth s story

few days ago when Mrs Dauth refused 
to go home ^ ith her husband 


THEY QUARRELED. 


Last night the couple quarreled In 


their room until about 1 o'clock, and 
then, according to the hu&band s story, 
kissed and made up and went to sleep. 
It was from this sleep that Dauth had 
so abrupt an awakening this morning. 


With his head and hand and throat 


swathed In bandages, Dauth was seen 
in £he City Jail this morning by a 
TRIBUNE reporter and told the fol- 
low ing storj 


TELLS HIS STORY.

about one year. Before he came to me 
he had been employed about 
four 


years by, the McCajthy 
Furniture 


Company on Mission street, San Fran- 
cisco 
He was a first class man. He 


served as shipping clerk and salesman 
He was a man of good habits, trust- 
worthy and reliable, and always at- 
tended to his business 
I never knew 


he was married till last week 


"A woman called me up 
on 
the 


'phone and asked me If Dauth were 
here 
She said she was Dauth's wife 


Dauth at the time was off on a vaca- 
tion of a couple days In Sacramento 
I don't know whether she knetv he 
was on a vacation or not, but she ask- 
ed me if he were here or something 
like that, or she may have asked if he 
were here yet. 


"I told her he was on a vacation 


That was all that was said. I want to 
say that I want Dauth 
back If he

OAKLAND, September 15.—The action last night of the City 


Council, which as a Committee of the Whole voted to defer action 
on the recommendation of granting a franchise to the Home Tele- 
phone Company, is today the chief topic of conversation in Oakland. 
It had been expected that the ordinance granting the franchise would 
be favorably recommended for passage. Instead, the Council has 
postponed all further action until September 24th, and in the mean- 
time a committee will visit Los Angeles for the purpose of investi- 
gating the quality of service rendered by the Home Telephone Com- 
pany in that city. 


Among the Councilmen who voted to defer action were Presi- 


dent George Fitzgerald, Aitken and Pendleton. All three were be 
lieved to be fully in favor of the new company, as are Donaldson 
Meese, Burns and Elliot. These seven votes would have been suffi 
cient 
But a determined effort is being made by the Pacific States 


Telephone Company, which af present enjoys a monopoly in Oak 
land, to prevent its rival from entering the local field. There ar 
some who believe that the former corporation has been successfu 
m convincing Aitken, Fitzgerald and Pendleton that it would not b 
advisable to grant a franchise to the Home Company. On the othe 
hand, the majority of the residents of Oakland are heartily in favo 
of permitting the new company to install its lines, and these do no 
believe that the Councilmen who have already, upon numerous oc 
casions, declared themselves in sympathy with the Home people, wil 
suffer a change of heart at the last moment and vote against tbj 
franchise. 


Aitken, Pendleton and Fitzgerald explain their action of las 


evening by stating that they do not thiak it advisable to act, hastily 
Whether or not this means that they will finally rote against th 
franchise remains to be seen.

Gives the Commissioners His Ideas 


in Regard to the Construction 


of the Canal. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—President 


RooBevelt is urging in the 
strongest 


.terms the necessity for a plan for the 
construction 
of 
the Panama Canal, 


•which may. be accomplished 
in 
the 


shortest possible time In his recent re- 
marks to the consulting board of en- 
gineers of the Isthmian Canal Com- 
mission, he said many things which 
are regarded as of the utmost Import- 
ance in that connection. 


These remarks have been transcrib- 


ed and transmitted to the board, and 
General Davis, its chairman, has been 
authorized to make them public. 


The President said: 


ONLY. SUGGESTIONS. 


"What I am about to say must be 


considered In the light of suggestion, 
not as direction. 
I have named .you 


because, in my Judgment, you are es- 
pecially fitted to serve as advisers In 
planning the greatest engineering work 
the world has yet seen, and I expect 
you to advise me, not what you think 
I want to hear, but what.you think I 
ought to hear. 


TYPE OF CANAL. 


I "There are two or three considera- 
tions which I trust you will steadily 
keep before your mind in coming to a 
conclusion as to the proper type of 
canal. I hope that ultimately it will 
prove possible to build a sea 
level 


canal. 
Such a canal would undoubt- 


edly be best In the end, If feasible, and 
I feel that one of the chief advantages 
of the Panama route is that ultimate- 
ly a seal level canal will be a possi- 
bility. But while paying due heed to 
the ideal perfectibility of the scheme, 
from an engineer's standpoint, remem- 
ber the need of having a plan which 
shall provide for the immediate build- 
ing of a canal on the safest terms and 
in the shortest possible time. 
If to 


buUd a sea level canal will but slight- 
ly increase the risk, then, of course, 
it Is preferable, but if to adopt a plan 
of sea level canal means to Incur haz- 
ard and to Insure Indefinite delay, then 
It is not preferable. If the advantages 
and disadvantages are closely balanced 
I expect you to say so. I desire also 
to know whether, if you recommend 


a high level, multi-lock canal, It will 
be possible, after it is completed to 
turn it Into, or substitute for. it in 
time, a sea level canal,' without Inter- 
rupting the traffic upon it. 
Two of 


the prime considerations to be kept 
steadily In mi^id are: 


AS 
TO CONSTRUCTION. 


"One—The utmost practicable speed 


of 
construction. 


"Second—Practical 
certainty 
that 


the plan proposed will be feasible that 
it can be carried out with the mini- 
mum risk. 


"The 
quantity 
of work and the 


amount of work should be minimized 
so far as possible. 


'/There may be good reason why 


the delay incident to the adoption of 
the plan for. an ideal canal should 
be incurred; but if there is not, then 
I hope to see the canal constructed 
on a system which will bring to the 
nearest possible date In the future 
the time when It is practicable to 
take the first ship across the Ishmus; 
that lo, which will In the 
shortest 


time possible secure a Panama water- 
way between the oceans of such a 
character as to «guaran tee permanent 
and 
ample 
communication 
for the 


greatest ships of our navy and for the 
largest steamers on either the Atlantic 
or the Pacific- 
The delay In transit 


of the vessels, owing to additional 
locks would be of small consequence 
when compared with shortening the 
time for the construction of the canal, 
or diminishing, the risks in its con- 
struction- 


BEST JUDGMENT. 


"In short, I desire your best judg- 


ment on all the various questions to 
be considered in choosing among the 
various plans for 
a comparatively 


high level multi-lock canal for a lower

The Musicians' Union Again. 


If there was no music in the Admission Day parade at Sacra- 


mento there has been mttsic in plenty since. The incident will nbt 
do\vn. The more the walk out of the Musicians Union is consider- 
ed the more offensive their act becomes and the more the public 
gorge rises at the insulting arrogance of an organization largely 
composed of foreigners, whether naturalized or unnaturalized, in 
dictating- as to who shall be permitted to blow a horn or beat a 
drum for pay in a patriotic celebration. 


The public pays for these celebrations and the Musicians' Union 


• claims the exclusive right to furnish the music for them. The1 


union charges double rates for playing on public holidays, and in 
addition demands a monopoly of the music business. It is the pe- 
cuniary side of the matter that appeals to the Musicians' Union. 
Other men give their time, services and money gratis to patriotic 
celebrations, but the musicians' unions demands double pay and the 
privilege of ordering other musicians out of line. 


The proposition is inadmissible. It is not even debatable. 


Many excuses for the Sacramento episode have been made, but 
they are all special pleas and unworthy of consideration because in 
every instance they place the laws of the musicians above the laws 
of the United States and selfish rapacity above loyalty to country, 


A sample of the excuses made for the union is furnished in a 


communication addressed to the Sacramento Bee by Joseph Wiezel 
secretary of the Sacramento Musicians' Union. 
In passing, it 


might be of interest to know where Mr. Wiezel was born and how 
long he has been a citizen of the United States. However, 
the 


chief interest in Mr. Wiezel is what he has to say. We quote: 


"As to the so-called inconsistency of the union bands in rela- 


tion to drum corps, I will state that the union has no objection to 
marching in line with a drum corps which is at the head of its own 
Order or Parlor and does not compete with professional musicians 
but when such a drum corps takes a job from another organization 
and thereby becomes our competitor we do and will strenuously 
object, and this latter is the case of th'e oft-quoted Maccabees' Drum 
Corps on Decoration Day." 


Here we have it in plain English that playing in a patriotic 


celebration for pay is "a job" to which the members of the Mu- 
sicians' Union claim an exclusive right. A drum corps, forsooth, 
may "march at the head of its own order or parlor," but not other- 
wise, save by permission of the Musicians' Union. This looks as 
if the Hessians had won in the war of independence after all. 


If we mistake not the writer of the communication to the Bee 


is the same Joseph Wiezel who was prominent in boycotting a 
Decoration Day parade at Sacramento because a Maccabee drum 
corps participated. By rushing into print to defend what is neither 
defensible nor excusable Mr. Wiezel recalls attention to another 
affront to the public. Mr. Wiezel's brief in favor of boycotting 
patriotic celebrations contains this statement: "Our organization 
has several times, in your columns, been criticised for ^lack of 
patriotism, and in your editorial of September 12th you published 
an editorial from THE OAKLAND TRIBUNE, with commenda- 
tion. As a matter of fact, the laws of our international refuse ad- 
mission to adult musicians who are not citizens of the 
United 


States or have not declared their intention of so becoming." 


This may be true without being a refutation of what THE 


TRIBUXE said. Only a few years ago only a small proportion of 
the members of the San Francisco musicians were citizens of the 
United States. Nearly all of them were foreign born. Men may 
declare their intention of becoming citizens without ever legally 
perfecting their naturalization. It would be interesting to know 
just what proportion of the San Francisco Musicians' Union are 
qualified and registered voters. 


But whether they are or are not qualified voters the assump- 


tion that members of their organization alone have the right to 
play in public parades is absolutely untenable. It cannot even be 
entertained because it is based upon an 
unjust discrimination 


against the fundamental rights of citizenship. The union assumes 
to dictate who shall and who shall not play band music in a public 
celebration. It is an intolerable assumption, no matter by whom 
put forward, let them be citizens or aliens.

at being catchised on the subject and announced with a show o 
virtuous heat that he did as his "conscience dictated." 


The kind of a conscience Mr. Perkins owns to possessing i 


at the bottom of all the financial crookedness in this country. 
I 


is a conscience without moral sense. The only distinction that i 
draws between right and wrong is the one defined in the crimina 
code. But even the law is treated with 'scant consideration 
bj 


men like Mr. Perkins in dealing with'their friends. Mr. Perkins 
conscience revolts against being found out—it does not deter him 
from committing acts in a business -way which are no better than 
picking pockets or rolling a drunk and far less manly than robbing 
a stage. 


Of course, Mr. Perkins followed his conscience, but it is pre 


cisely because he has such a conscience and does follow it that h< 
is a menace to society and a corrupter of commercial life. 


HIGH 
SCHOOL 
FRATERNITIES. 


The Minneapolis board of education does not approve of fra 


ternities in the high schools. It thinks they are too advanced for 
the high school boys and girls. It has adopted a rule debarring 
members of fraternities from participation in literary, social, or ath- 
letic exercises under the control of the school.- The Chicago board 
of education set out to do something of this kind, but was stoppec 
by an injunction, and let the^matter drop, instead of fighting it out 
The interesting legal and educational questions involve^ in the con- 
troversy never have been fully discussed and determined by 
the 


courts, as they should be. It is the general opinion of educators 
that fraternities have a bad*1nfluence on high school youth, that 
they interfere with studies, and create clannish and often snobbish 
groups among pupils. The power of the school authorities to deal 
indirectly with the fraternities never has been determined. They 
have no direct control over the children outside the school. They 
cannot say pupils shall not form clubs, lodges, or fraternities. If 
they have the right to discourage these things when studies are 
interfered with, as the Minneapolis school board has done, they 
should exercise the right. If they are powerless, they should ask 
For power.—Chicago Tribune.

His Chances to be 
Elected Mayor. 


Plans of Gavin M'Nab 


and the Democrats 


Across the Bay. 


'SAN FRANCISCO, September 16.—Now that the Repub- 


licans have-agreed to nominate John S. Partridge for Mayor, 
the first question that naturally arises in the mind is "Can he 
defeat Schmitz?" Of course that remains to be seen, but in the 
meantime we may speculate a little on the probable outcome. 


It may be stated on broad lines that if there is an awakened 


sentiment in San Francisco and a revolt against the methods 
now in vogue, almost anybody can beat Schmitz, and that if 
there is not such an awakened sentiment Schmitz can beat al- 
most anybody. The personality of the candidate is not going to 
cut very much of a figure. Partridge will do quite as well as 
anybody else. Gavin McNab, the Democratic boss, who is so 
much shrewder than the Republican bosses that, with a party 
woefully in the minority, he has bluffed and euchred those 
bosses out of the lion's share of the patronage of the city, has all 
along contended that the candidate for Mayor should be a man 
of negative qualities. Partridge fits this McNab designation 
like an ideal. 


To be sure, his nomination fell like a wet blanket on some 


of the budding entluisiasts who had expected the nomination of 
a candidate who would stand out boldly for Reform, and who 
would overturn everything that has been built up under Ruef 
and Schmitz with one heave of a mighty revolutionary shoulder. 
The announcement that Partridge was to be the man came to 
the general community with a shock of surprise. 
The common 


question asked was, "Who is- Partridge1?" Though he was 
quite widely known to Republican politicians, he was not at all 
known to the general public. It had been expected that some 
merchant with a city-wide fame would be the nominee. When 
it was ascertained that Partridge was a young lawyer with a 
job at the City Hall, there was quite a disposition in the clubs 
and on the exchanges to accuse the Reptiblican leaders of hav- 
ing sold out to Ruef and with having nominated a man that 
Schmitz will be sure to defeat. 


But since then the general public have been making some 


inquiries, and they find that Partridge is not such a bad sort of 
.candidate after all. He was_a fairly.^goocL .newspaper man 
when he came out of college and worked on "The Examiner." 
To be sure he made no great fame in journalism, but the men 
who worked with him remember him pleasantly enough. He 
was for a time a teacher, and he achieved no great distinction as 
a pedagogue. But those who were brought into contact with 
him considered him a clean and affable gentleman. In the law 
he attained to no great practice, and seemed glad enough to ac- 
cept the deputyship under City Attorney Long. But the law- 
yers who have tried cases against him say that he is a very fair 
attorney, and that he tries his cases in a high-minded way. He 
has been defending the city against an attack by the Spring Val- 
ley before United States Court Commissioner Heacock, and the 
opinion prevails that he has been conducting the case very well. 


So there is nothing very much against Partridge. 
He 


makes a fairly good speech, and has a pleasant smile. He has 
held high positions in the order of Elks and has attained some 
prominence as a Native Son. So, though his candidacy has not 


used any shouting enthusiasm, it has not stirred up any 


malignant enmities. So, if McNab's'idea holds good that any 
man of safe negative qualities can defeat Schmitz, Partridge 


ought to be just the man to turn the trick. It will be nei-efesary, 
however, to wcrk the general voters up into something of a 
frenzy and get them "all to go to the polls before Schmitz can be 
defeated. 


Shrewd observers like ex-Assemblyman H. C. DibMe, one 


of the Republican leaders, figure that Schmitz will poll close 
upon 35,000 votes at the election. This means that his Repub- 
lican opponent will have to get out many thousands of voters 
who are not accustomed to going to the polls at municipal elec- 
tions in order to defeat the present Mayor. The lesson of the 
last primary is that many such voters can be made to take an 
interest and to deposit their ballots. - So, from now on, if 
Schmitz is to be beaten, the newspapers and the League Com- 
mittees will have to conduct a "hoop-up campaign," for, as T 
have said, the nomination of Partridge has aroused no en- 
thusiasm with which to begin the campaigning. •

Around the saloons and betting places there is a general 


opinion that Schmitz will have an easy time of it. But to men 
who think below the surface the lesson of the la?t primary was 
not lost. At that primary there was evinced quite a general 
disposition on the part of the business comjiiunity to dethrone 
Schmitz ;uid oust Ruef from power. If that business commun- 
ity does not again become apathetic and sag away from its duty, 
there is a very fair prospect of defeating -'he Mayor— a pros- 
pect that did not seem to obtain in the days before the primary. 
But the men of affairs are quite as uncertain as the mob, 'and 
whether they can be again induced to take an active interest in 
local politics remains to be seen. If the election were to be held 
tomorrow, right on the heels of the disappointment over the se- 
lection of Partridge "as the Republican standard 
bearer, 


Schmitz would unquestionably win. But that feeling of dis- 
appointment may be overcome, and some hurrah may be inject- 
ed into the cold blood of the business community. 


Among the politicians the great question is, "Who will 


have Partridge should he be elected?" He is, primarily, 
an 


'' Organization'' man. That is to say, he reports on to Mr. Her- 
rin through. Arthur Fisk, or Jere Burke, or John C. Lynch, or 
some of the working lieutenants. He has been the chairman of 
two thoroughly programmed conventions and has carried out his 
orders like a veteran. His head is not filled with any roseate 
dreams of revolutionizing' things and upsetting the existing or- 
.der. So it may be taken for granted that Fairfax Wheelan and 
the Reformers will have very little to say about the conduct of 
his administration.

But behind that there will be quite a contest among the 


lieutenants for the position of intimate advisor to the Mayor. 
John D. Daly is the boss of the district in which Partridge lives. 
Arthur Fisk Avas the man who suggested Partridge as a proper 
candidate for Mayor. There is a very sharp rivalry between 
Fisk and Daly as to who shall be the accredited representative 
of Herrin while that gentleman is away or when he wishes to do 
his politics through a lieutenant. 
Fisk has the honor now and 


Daly is very jealous of him. In fact, Daly has tried in the re- 
cent conferences over making up the ticket and adopting a 
policy to thwart Fisk at almost every turn. Daly now thinks 
that he is much closer to Partridge than Fisk Jcan hope to get, 


though it remains to be seen which of "the two wifl really havei, 
the dispensing of the Mayor's patronage in case of Partridge'* 
election. The betting is on Fisk. 


Wheelan seems to have been entirely left out in the cold* 


though he inaugurated the League movement and is the head 
find front of the Reformers. 
He lost his own district at the1 


primaries, and now finds a Mayor nominated with whom he had 
no arrangements about policy or patronage. So, as I predicted!

There are some indications that Gavin McNab is not entire- 


ly satisfied with Partridge, and that he would far rather havo 
had for the nominee. Auditor Harry Baehr or ex-Sheriff John 
Lackmann. He is supposed to have arranged with both of 
these gentlemen that should they win the nomination and elec- 
tion McNab would have the naming of the Democrats who were 
to have the minority representation on all boards and commis- 
sions where such minority representation is provided for in the 
charter. But he has had no such arrangement with Partridge, 
and the railroad politicians do not seem willing that he should • 
make any. These railroad politicians in fact are a great deal 
closer to the O'Brien faction in the Democratic party than to 
the McNab faction, and so it is more than likely that should' 
Partridge be elected he would hand over most of the pieces of 
Democratic pie to the so-called horses and carts. Still MeNab 
is getting such a big slice of that pie in return for such a meager 
number of voters that he probably will not make any trouble 
over coalition on account of the fact that he has not yet been 
able to fix up a deal with Partridge. 


And in all this mix-up where is Ruef's proverbial shrewd- 


ness? He seems to have lost his cunning. There never was a 
more foolish move than the holding of his minority caucus this 
week. That caucus showed very clearly and distinctly that he 
could not make good his boasts to capture a niajority of the dele- 
gates elected to the Republican convention. 
It seemed the 


sheerest folly to so expose his'weakness. He might have pur- 
sued a far wiser course. 
, 


As the Republicans are to have but six Supervisorial nom- 


inations under the de<il with McNab, wlio is to have twice that 
number, a great many aspirants for those six nominations will 
have to be turned down. Now if Ruef had just waited quietly 
until the Supervisorial slate had been made up, and then had 
gone into a combination with the strongest of the candidates 
who had been turned down, he very probably could have muster- 
ed delegates enough tq have .controlled that convention.' Cer^ 
tainly each of those disappointed candidates^ could have carried 
with him five or six votes into a combination program,'and Ruef' 
only requires thirty odd votes to give him the control. But in-' 
stead of keeping quiet and leaving his strength to be guessed at 
rather than realized^ he had to hold that ridiculous caucus, and 
in doing so lost so much prestige that it is very hard to get can- 
didates to go into a combination with him. This shows that the 
shrewdest leaders sometimes lose their heads, and it would now 
be nothing short of a miracle if Ruef should be able to get up a 
combination that could take the control of that convention away 
from Fisk and the League,

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SORROW FOR 
DR. NICHOLSON. 


A perfect wave of sorrow has swept 


over Oakland on account of the death 
of Dr. Isaac Emmet Nicholson, the 
•well-loved and popular young physl 
'clan. His death was so sad, so un- 
expected and, it seemed, so unneces- 
sary, that It proved a fearful shook. 
The funeral was one of the largest and 
saddest ever seen in Oakland, being 
attended 
by hundreds of 
patients, 


school friends and 
social 
acquaint- 


ances. The flowers were exquisite and 
the funeral was in excellent taste, ev- 
erything very quiet and 
unostenta- 


tious. 
Cremation followed. 


In reality Dr. Nicholson had 
only 


lived half his life, but it had been such 
an exceedingly busy one that he had 
.exhausted magnificent vital forces and 
he gave his life for his overwork. For 
several years he had had no adequate 
rest and his early death—he was bare- 
ly thirty-four—illustrates to busy men, 
'or should Illustrate, that that sort of 
thing does not pay. It Is better to take 
a month's vacation each year and live 
thirty years longer, for, after all, the 
thirty months of rest amount to but 
two and a half years. Dr. Nicholson 
had worked .hard all summer, for there 
has been more typhoid in 
Oakland 


than we have liked to admit, and then 
he took the practice of Dr. Larkey while 
Dr. Larkey went on his vacation. La- 
ter in the fall Dr. Nicholson had plan- 
ned to take a rest, but the time never 
came. 


For years Dr. Nicholson had been 


troubled with rheumatism, which took 
a sudden and violent form, and his 
heart had been affected by this trou- 
ble. When the rheumatism .this time 
was succeeded by typhoid the patient 
stood a very poor chance of recovery, 
for he was already worn by hard work, 
and typhoid patients have a very slim 
chance of recovery unless every vital 
organ Is sound.
